important instruction Paul says, 
“Therefore, my beloved brethren, 
he ye steadfast, unmovable.’’ 
(1 Oor. 15:58.) But this sup- 
poses they settle upon the right 
thing.

go ahead.” 


Elijah was a man of God as all 
Bible readers know very well. 
He was not afraid to meet Ahab 
the king. He was not afraid 
to challenge the four hundred 
and fifty prophets of Baal. And 
when they made their miserable 
failure on Mount Oarmel! he stood 
by and mocked them and put 
them to shame. 


The same Spirit that prompted 
Elijah is stillin the world. This 


‘Spirit makes men both bold and 


steadfast. Elijah was right and 
he knew he was right. After 
the prophets of Baal had failed 
then it came histime. He knew 
when to move. It was after they 
had expended all their strength. 
He knew when to speak; it was 
after they had shouted them- 
selves hoarse and could say no 
more. They commenced to ram- 
ble and became nervous. He 
was steady and calm, and ready 
for action. 

These _ prophets had gone 
chrough their performance. They 
had to give up the stage to Elijah 
and stand aside. They watched 
him as he repaired the altar and 
prepyred the wood and sacrifice. 
They hoped he would fail, teo. 
But they were afraid he would 
succeed. After the altar was 
ready he began to dig around 
it. What does that mean? He 
finisheshis trench. He issurely 
ready now—but no—he must lay 
on his wood and the bullock after 
he had slain and cut it in 
pieces. 


Surely he is ready:now. We 
will soon see his awful failure, 
thought the men of Baal. But! 
what is he doing now?

We have been challenged and 
mocked manv times because we 
fearlessly held up the Church 
and her beautifuldoctrine, but 
we were not afraid to do it again 
and again.
